The Senate Naval Committee was the 
first to organize, meeting Jan. 19, and 
after adopting committee rules—reaflirm- 
ing those previously in effect—-voted to 
report all pending nominations and two 
minor relief bills. On its heels came the 
newly appointed House subcommittee on 
naval appropriations, which began hear- 
ings on the 1987 Navy supply bill on Jan. 
21. Next week, the House Naval Affairs 
Committee will convene for the first time 
at a yet undecided time. The Senate 
naval appropriations subcommittee will, 
as usual, not meet until the appropria 
tions bill is passed by the House. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson was not 
present for the initial meeting of the ap 
propriations subcommittee, but his newly 
appointed Assistant Secretary, Charles 
Edison, and his new Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations, Admiral William 1). Leahy, were 
on hand, together with Rear Adm, Il. FE. 
Kimmel and the various bureau chiefs. 

Chairman Buchanan of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee named the fol- 
lowing as members of the naval subcom- 
mittee on appropriations this week: 
chairman, Representative William B. 
Umstead, I). of N. C.; Representative 
William R. Thom, D). of Ohio; Represen- 
tative George W. Johnson, ID). of W. Va.: 
Representative James G. Scrugham, D). of 
Ney.; Representative J. William Ditter, 
R. of Pa.; Representative Charles A, 
Plumley, R. of Vt. 

While the Navy Department legislative 
priority list has not yet been transmitted 
to Congress, and neither has any of the 
expected major naval bills, such as the 
auxiliary bill, a new personnel measure, 
and the new proposed West Coast base 
project, the House naval committee will 
have before it a number of Navy Depart 
ment projects when it meets next week. 
Among the proposed bills sent to the 
House this week most of them were mea- 
sures carried over from last year. 

Among the new bills sent up by the 
Navy was one to authorize the award of 
a Navy Cross to Maj. John W. Thoma 
son, USMC, in recognition, the Depart 
ment stated, of his “extraordinary hero 
ism in the battle of Soissons on July 18, 
11S in destroying a machine gun nest 
and capturing two machine guns ” 

The Departmental bills submitted also 
included a measure which would permit 
the assignment of major generals of the 
Marine Corps to Marine selection boards 
for promotion from brigadier to major 
general, At present, due to an interpre- 
tation of the Marine personnel law, Ma- 
rine Corps selection boards for promotion 
to major general are composed entirely 
of rear admirals of the Navy. 

Among the other proposed bills sent to 
Congress this week by the Navy Depart 
ment are the following: 

A measure to increase the authorized 
strength of the Naval ROTC from 1,200 
to 2400. At present the maximum num 
ber of Reserve officers which can be grad 
uated from the six universities having 
ROTC courses is about 230. Under the 
proposed bill, additional ROTC units 
would be estabtished, which the Secre 
tary of the Navy describes in his letter 
of transmittal as “the best from 
which to secure Reserve officers.’

Cheney Award Announced 

For performing an act of valor and self 
sacrifice worthy of the highest commenda- 
tion, the Board of Air Corps officers ap 
pointed to select the person or persons 
deemed most worthy of receiving the 
Cheney Award for the year 1936, decided 
that this honor should go jointly to Maj. 
Frederick D. Lynch, AC, and Staff Sgt. 
Joseph L. Murray, Ist Balloon Squadron, 
Air Corps. 

The Board, which was composed of 
Colonels Rush B. Lincoln, William C, Me 
Chord, Lt. Col. Vincent B. Dixon, Majors 
George L. Usher and Edward W. Raley, 
Air Corps, while having before it the 
names of a number of Air Corps officers 
and men who during the past year per 
formed acts of bravery involving risk of 
life, considered that the courageous con 
duet of Major Lynch and Staff Sergeant 
Murray constituted the most outstanding 
and meritorious act performed by any in 
dividuals eligible to receive the Cheney 
Award for 1986, 

Major Lynch was a passenger in a free 
balloon which took off from Ft. Sill, Okla., 
at9:40a.m., July 10, 1936, and which was

Aide was Master Sergeant Ralph J. Rum 
pel, Staff Sergeant Douglas M,. Tucker 
was the fourth occupant of the balloon. 
At about 1.30 p.m. on that day, while a 
landing was being attempted, the balloon 
exploded and was enveloped in flames. As 
a result of the explosion Major Lynch was 
thrown from the basket. Seeing the other 
members of the flight trapped in the 
basket of the balloon, Major Lynch, with 
utter disregard for his own safety and 
despite the fact that he was suffering 
from burns, bruises and shock, returned 
to the balloon basket, plunged into the 
wreckage, where the heat from the burn 
ing balloon and hydrogen gas was most 
Intense, and dragged Staff Sergeant Mur 
ray from the burning basket. Then, with 


Sergeant Murray’s assistance, he sue, 
ceeded in extinguishing the flames from 
the clothing and parachute worn by Staff 


Sergeant Tucker, who had freed himself 
from the basket but was unable to assist 
himself further due to the severe burns 
already sustained and which later re- 
sulted in his death. Master Sergeant Rum 
pel also lost his life.

Army Mutual Aid Meeting 

The 58th Annual Meeting of the Army

Army Relief Society 

Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA-

A small group of sympathetic and noble- 
hearted women met in New York City just 
after the Spanish-American War, under the 
inspiration of Mrs. Daniel Lamont, widow of 
President Cleveland's Secretary of War, and 
organized the Army Relief Society. 

It had, and still has, no other object than 
quietly providing assistance to Regular Army 
widows and orphans, For over thirty-five 
years it has been systematically managed by 
women, and with that tender and sympathetic 
efficiency which can be found in no charitable 
organization managed by mere men, It does 
its work of administration silently and well. 

American citizens generally do not know 
the details of their government s generosity 
to the widows and orphans of its regular 
officers and soldiers. The following figures, 
compiled for my information, are furnished 
to me by the Veterans Bureau:

No community feels any responsibility for 
these people. No Community Chest takes 
them into consideration. They do not come 
under the Red Cross. The Army Relief So- 
clety is the only organization that undertakes 
to stand between them and destitution. 

The feeling of humiliation that comes with 
the acceptance of Charity is at a minimum 
only when the charity is confidential and is 
bestowed by those brought together by such 
intangible ties as those which bind us who 
have worn the uniform and followed the flag. 
The confidential character of the Army Re- 
lief Society is its most precious asset to those 
it serves. The investigation of cases and the 
extension of relief whether in money, cloth- 
ing, or edueation, are silently and sacredly 
guarded, The fact that there is no beating 
of drums, no ballyhoo about it, militates 
against it when funds are needed for its sup- 
port. It is sterile for publicity purposes. Its 
methods do not commend it to lovers of the 
limelight. Its funds are raised by the efforts 
of individuals and units in the Regular Army, 
with an occasional legacy. The Superinten- 
dent of the Military Academy has for the 
last several years allotted a generous sum 
from the army proceeds of the Army and 
Navy Games. Funds from these sources are 
all that stand between many an army widow 
and her children, and real suffering and des- 
titution. 

The organization has its headquarters in 
New York City under the Presidency of Mrs. 
Arthur W. Page, 165 East 65th Street, assisted 
by a staff and Board of Managers composed 
of women from Army and Civil life. Four 
Trustees advise regarding investment of the 
small Reserve Fund built up through the 
years by careful management, and perform 
the usnal duties of Trustees. They are 
Honorable Cornelius N. Bliss, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam N. Haskell, Col. James H. Perkins, and 
the undetsigned. The Treasurer is Mr. 
Cornelius R. Agnew. These five are the only 
men connected with the Society. No salaries 
or fees of any kind are paid to any officials 
or Trustees of the Army Relief Society. Sub- 
ordinate to the parent organization, are the 
several branches, some territorial, and some 
pertaining to the several arms or depart- 
ments of the Army. 

I suggest to your Division this opportunity 
to create a Perpetual Memorial to its dead 
by the gift to the Army Relief Society of a 
suitable sum to be earried in perpetuity on its 
Special Memorial List. You may not have 
been able to erect an appropriate memorial 
to your fine Division, or you may have done 
so, but here is an opportunity to build one in 
the hearts of widows and orphans of men 
and officers who, like you, served their coun- 
try in war, and perhaps carried on in peace. 

For Auld Lang Syne, give them a hand— 
for the memory of the Old Days—which mean 
more and more to us as the years draw near 
to the final Taps.

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Navy Reorganization Views 
(Continued from First Page) 
Department, With his views of 1S years 
ago so closely agreeing to those of today, 
so far us they have been revealed, his 
recommendations as to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Navy Department become 
doubly interesting, inasmuch as he now 
asks blanket authority to make read- 
justments in the executive departments. 

The pointedness of Mr. Roosevelt's 
views of 1919 are revealed in the follow- 
ing excerpts from his testimony before 
the committee headed by the late Repre- 
sentative James F. Good, of lowa, later 
Secretary of War. 

Mr. Madden: “If you give the Presi- 
dent of the United States authority to 
correlate the activities of the depart- 
ments, and through the organization that 
he would surround himself with he was 
able to supply himself with sufficient in- 
formation to decide questions of policy 
in the departments, you would make it 
necessury for the organization with 
which you supply him to go into the de- 
partments and ascertain the needs of 
each department, would you not?” 

Mr. Roosevelt: “IT think so, absolutely, 
on the same basis illustrated by going one 
step down the line. The President has 
under him a great many departments, 
the Secretary of the Navy has under him 
a great many bureaus that carry out 
different kinds of work. The one lack 
of the Secretary of the Navy at the 
present time is a proper inspection sys- 
tem under him. The only way that the 
Secretary of the Navy has is to go to the 
bureau chief in charge of that particular 
kind of work and ask him to report on 
his own work. Now, that is wrong. It is 
wrong in principle. 

“The Secretary of the Navy and I 
should have a small, compact inspection 
force, directly under our orders, that we 
could send first to one bureau and then 
to another, with authority to go into 
anything in that bureau that we desired 
and dig out the facts for us, we being 
responsible. 

“In the same way, in my judgment, 
that principle applies in the case of the 
next higher step, the President. He ought 
to have, probably, through his budgetary 
organization that has been suggested, 
the right to carry on inspection in any 
branch of the Government that he 
wanted to with a report directly to him. 

Mr. Madden. “Do you mean to tell me 
the: Navy Department has no such or- 
ganization as you mention?” 

Mr. Roosevelt, “We have no such or- 
ganization.” 

Mr. Madden. “Why not? Is not that 
the fault of the Navy Department?’ 

Mr. Roosevelt. “Yes, IT think it is. I 
have advocated it for a long time.” 

Mr. Madden. “It could not be the fault 
of the Congress.” 

Mr. Roosevelt, “It is the fault of the 
bureau system that exists in the Navy 
Department and has existed since the 
year 1. * * * IT believe one of the chief rea- 
sons (for the fault) is that the Navy De- 
partment is operating under this anti- 
quated bureau system where the chief of 
the bureau is responsible to Congress 
under the law for the expenditure of the 
money. He is not responsible to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Now, that is a very 
curious fact that is not very generally 
appreciated.” 

Mr. Madden. “Ilas the Secretary of 
the Navy no jurisdiction over that man?” 

Mr. Roosevelt. “Only this: He has a 
certain amount of jurisdiction over him, 
but through the force of custom the bur- 
eau chiefs in the Navy Deparment and 
in the other departments resent and al- 
ways have resented any curtailment of 
what they consider their powers given 
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them by Congress to spend this money. 
Of course, the Secretary can direct that 
this, that, or the other sum shall not be 
expended.” 

Mr. Madden, “Suppose the Secretary 
of the Navy does not agree with the 
policy that. is being followed by a chief 
of a bureau. Should he not have the right 
to ascertain what exactly is being done 
by this chief and then call the chief in 
and tell him what his policy is?’ 

Mr. Roosevelt. “Oh, yes.” 

Mr. Madden. “Ilas he got that right?’ 

Mr. Roosevelt. “He has the right. He 
has not got the money.” 

Representative John N. Garner, now 
Vice President, then questioned his fu- 
ture chief, pointing out that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy could bring about the 
relief of a bureau chief and have another 
officer appointed to his place. Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt admitted that this 
was true, “if it came to a crisis.” Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“That is true; if you come to a definite 
case of that kind. The difficulty is, 
though, that when the average Secretary 
of the Navy and Assistant Secretary come 
into the office they are pretty new at the 
game, and are saddled with a system; 
they work along with that system for a 
while, while they learn about it, and the 
chances are that during a short term of 
office they will not make any change.” 

Mr. Garner. “What do you mean by 
directly responsible to Congress. I do 
not get that at all.” 

Mr. Roosevelt. “There is legislation on 
that. Do vou know,” (addressing Com- 
mander Auld)? 

Commander Auld, “There is legislation 
that imposes on officers in charge of 
bureaus the obligation to keep within the 
limits of expenditure, ete. * * * The 
money falls under the authority of the 
bureau.” 

Mr. Roosevelt. “Yes, the money falls 
under the authority of the bureau. For 
instance, if we want to buy something 
connected with the equipment of a ship, 
while it can, under the appropriations of 
the different burenus, come out of three 
or four different kinds of appropriations, 
each bureau chief when called on will 
say, ‘I don’t think it ought to come out 
of my bureau.’ He wants to save his 
money for something else, ‘Let it come 
out of some other general bureau funds 
in regard to small items.’ 

“We all feel in the Navy Department, 
quite frankly, that the present bureau 
system concentrates too much = dog-in- 
the-manger policy on the part of each 
bureau as against every other bureau: 
that they are not all working sufficiently 
for the common end of the Navy De- 
partment, and that they are working too 
much for the particular good of their 
own particular bureau. And that has 
gone on through administration after 
administration. It has been the history 
of the department for 5) years.” 

The Chairman. “The observations you 
are making are interesting. Mr. Secre- 
tary, but I do not believe that Congress 
or any of its committees have ever taken 
the view that the bureau chief was re- 
sponsible to Congress, but rather that 
the head of the department was absclute- 
ly responsible for the administration of 
the department.” 

Mr. Roosevelt. “That may have been 
the feeling on the part of Congress, but 
I think I am quite justified in saving 
that the feeling in the Navy itself is 
that the present bureau system creates 
friction because of the control—how 
much it is a legal control and how much 
it is a control of custom T do not know 
of the different bureau chiefs, and tends 
to a lack of centralization.” 

The Chairman. “It seems to me, Mr. 
Secretary, that you put your finger on 
the difficulty when you spoke of the 
custom of anpointing a Secretary of the 
Navy or Secretary of War from civil 
life who, in the first place, knows very 
little about the details of the expendi- 
tures. He must rely to a large extent on 
the technical officers under him in the 
heads of his bureaus, and by the time 





he goes out of office he becomes himself 





an expert, but during his tenure of office 
he has had to rely to a large extent on 
the bureau chiefs, and that has a ten- 
dency to create in that official a position 
Which Congress really never intended 
he should have.” ee oT: Wan 

Mr. Roosevelt. “That is true. That 
brings up probably the best comparison 
I know of, and that is with the British 
system. It happens to work in England, 
where very much the same system does 
not happen to work in France. That is, 
uo osystem of permanent under secretaries, 
Now in England, every department | 
think has a staff—some of them have 
only one but others have’ several—of 
permanent under secretaries, who are 
men who have come in there, perhaps 
through civil service or perhaps by direct 
appointment. They are appointed more 
the way judges are appointed that is, 
because of eminent qualifications for the 
office. They hold the job during good 
behavior, and they are paid an adequate 
salary. In England. I thing they are paid 
as high as $15,000 or $20,000 a year. The 
cabinet officers, of course, in) England, 
go and come with even greater frequency 
than they do here. The under secretary 
is a man responsible for the business 
running of the department. Now it cer 
tainly works in England, I consider that 
while the general British business 
methods are inferior to the American, 
the business of the Government is on the 
whole a more efficient business machine 
than in our Government. * * * 


“With us—take the Navgy it 

out of the thousands ST 
have got here in Washington, a boy goes 
in there at the age of 19 or 21 as a 
clerk or stenographer or messenger and 
if he lives to be old enough and has 
enough luck he will find open to himself 
about six or eight positions that pay 
$2,400 a vear and one position that pays 
$3,000 a year. That is all he can ever 
look forward to.” 

Mr. Temple. “Mr. Secretary, do you 
lose many such men by outside corpora- 
tions, business corporations overbidding 
the Government ?” 

Mr. Roosevelt. “I would say offhand 
that we lose nine out of ten of the effi- 
cient men. * * * 

The Chairman, “Take the question, 
Mr. Secretary, with regard to promo 
tions in the Navy. Is not that the fault 
larvely of the naval policy that would 
bring in men in the naval service rather 
than taking civilians in the offices here 
in Washington? And as long as you have 
that policy that is now maintaining of 
having those more responsible positions 
filled by officers in the Navy there is no 
opportunity given for the promotion of 
a man in Civil life who grows up in the 
Department 7” 

Mr. Roosevelt. “In answer to that, of 
course, the Navy Department and the 
War Department also, are necessarily 
somewhat different from the other de- 
partments of the Government; that is, 
they sre aiming at the proner carrying 
on of a military machine. * * * Now, you 
tuke the case of the bureau chiefs. I 
think the bureau chiefs, without ques- 
tion, ought to remain naval officers, and 
instead of giving that bureau chief, who 
has the rank of rear admiral, a chief 
clerk who gets $2,400 a year, I should 
give him a chief clerk who gets $5,000 
a vear. * * * T would have him a good 
business man who would be the close 
business advisor of that naval officer 
who is the chief of the bureau, 

Mr. Good. “Now, Mr. Secretary, you feel 
that the establishment of the system 
which you have described will bring 
about some of these reforms and econ- 
omies that are necessary’ 

Mr. Roosevelt. “I think undoubtedly 
it will open the door to a great many 
changes which eventually are going to 
be made in the running of the United 
States Government. I consider the 
budget system as the entering wedge and 
I believe that 20 years from now those 
of us who are alive are going to ]ook 
back on this period of running the 
Government as the Dark Ages.”

Coast Guard Equipment 

The Coast Guard had 32 cruising cut- 
ters, 17 165-foot patrol boats, 25 125-foot 
patrol boats, 53 75-foot patrol boats, 41 
harbor crafts, 6 special crafts, 79 picket 
boats, and 32 miscellaneous patrol boats 
exceeding 40 feet in length in commis- 
sion on June 30, 1936, the Secretary of 
Treasury states in his annual report.

Commenting on the personnel of the 
Coast Guard in his annual report, the 
Secretary of the Treasury stated that on 
June 30, 1936, there were on the active 
list 477 regular and five temporary com- 
missioned officers, 79 cadets, 159 chief 
warrant officers, 425 regular warrant offi- 
cers, 146 temporary warrant officers (of 
whom 144 were on duty with the War De- 
partment) and 8,331 enlisted men. 

“Eight main recruiting stations were in 
operation during the fiscal year,” he said. 
“Because of the limited appropriation, re- 
cruiting was suspended in November, 
1935, and not resumed until the latter 
part of June, 1936. Of the 9,216 applicants 
for enlistment during the year, 134 were 
enlisted, 816 rejected for physical dis- 
ability, and 8,266 rejected for other 
causes. Loss in personnel, other than 
through expiration of enlistments, was 
low, and 85 per cent of the men eligible 
to reenlist did so upon the expiration of 
enlistments.” 

_ Referring to the training of Coast 
Guard personnel, he said : 

“The Coast Guard Institute at New 
London, Conn., has continued to provide 
study courses for enlisted men of the 
Coast Guard in order to fit them for ad- 
vancement, and 1,131 certificates were 
aed by the institute during the year. 
cuucational courses of the International 
~rrespondence Schools were used by the 
institute, and 116 diplomas were issued in 
connection with these courses.

ourses for Coast Guard needs were given, 





tions in commission during the fiscal year 
1936. They were located at Salem, Mass. ;

were in Commission at Charleston, 8. C.; 
San Antonio, Tex., and San Diego, Calif. 
Construction of air stations at Charles- 
ton, S. C., and San Diego, Calif., was in 
progress at the beginning of the present 
fiscal year. The Charleston station was 
dedicated last week. 

Commenting on Coast Guard ordnance, 
The Secretary said: 

The replacement of 3-inch .5O caliber anti 
aireraft guns with 5-inch 51 caliber guns was 
authorized for nine vessels and it is contem 
plated that installation will be completed by 
the end of 1987. Five hundred of the 
recently developed shoulder’ line-throwing 
equipment, consisting of a .3O caliber gun, 
projectile, shot line canister, line, re 
winding machine, and case, were distributed 
to active units. Reports from the field indi 
cate conclusively that this new shoulder line 
throwing equipment is far more effective than 
that heretofore used. A 32 caliber blank car 
tridge firing mechanism has been developed 
for use with the Lyle line-throwing gun. It 
will materially reduce eliminate mis 
fires, and improve accuracy of fire. 

Other developments carried on during the 
year were a shot line canister and rewinding 
machine to replace the faking box néw used 
with the Lyle and 6-pounder line-throwing 
equipment, also a non-tumbling line carrying 
projectile for the Lyle gun and a similar one 
for the 1-pounder. Tests which have been 
conducted indicate the possibility of further 
improvement. Lyle gun equipment through 
out the service has been checked and more 
than 140 of the 500 guns were found to be ma 
terially over the original 2%-inch caliber. 
Therefore, arrangements have been made for 
relining these guns at a considerable saving 
as compared with the cost of purchasing new 
guns. About 50 per cent of the Lyle projec 
tiles were found to be undersized and replace 
ment is planned. 

The use of the demolition equipment devel 
oped by the Coast Guard has proved most ef- 
fective. An interesting example of its use was 
the blasting of a channel through Cape Cod 
ice during the rescue of 7 men who were be 
ing carried out to sea. 

Air stations have been supplied with stand 
ard pyrotechnic equipment for aircraft, and 
a contract has been awarded for the overhaul 
of the Coast Guard flare-kit-parachute flares 
which are in general throughout the 
service.

THERE IS NO REASON TO BELIEPVE that Congress will refuse to make the 
uppropriations regarded as necessary by the President and the Secretaries of War 
and Navy for the strengthening of the Army and the Navy and Marine Corps. The 
reception of the estimates for the support and development of the Services has been 
cordial due to the understanding that the people generally are determined to 
possess that respectable posture of defense, which President Washington advised 
and which President Roosevelt is seeking to attain. There is no intention on the 
part of official Washington to create a power which would be a menace to any 
foreign nation, Japanese militarists to the contrary, or which might be interpreted 
as participation in the armaments race upon which the rest of the world has em- 
barked. The General Staff of the Army and the General Board of the Navy, are 
inspired by the sole patriotic purpose to have well equipped and well trained mili- 
tary, naval and air forces to protect the United States from aggression, conceivably 
to serve as a balance for peace, and possibly to exercise an influence toward the 
negotiation of an effective limitation of armaments treaty. For our small Army to be 
efficient and up-to-date, the estimates provide for progress in modernization, me- 
chanization and motorization, for the Treaty Navy authorized by the Vinson-Tram- 
mell law, replacement of combat vessels and needed auxiliaries, and for the air 
forces, steps toward the plane strength fixed by the Baker Board for the Army and 
a larger number and larger types of planes for the Navy. These are all carefully 
considered proposals which both reason and necessity support in a world thinking 
in terms of war, to use an expression of the President. Added to this program should 
be provision for a dirigible. In this connection, the Department of Commerce is think- 
ing ahead of the Navy. That Department may not arrange for the purchase of a Ger- 
man Zeppelin but it is contemplating asking Congress to subsidize a private company 
which will buy one, to be used in connection with the establishment of an air route for 
mail and passengers to Europe. A bill is pending in Congress authorizing an appro- 
priation of $6,000,000 for the construction and armament of an airship of 8,000,000 
cubie feet capacity and carrying a crew of 100 officers and men. This measure prob- 
ably will not be enacted, but, due to the activity of the Secretary of Commerce, a 
subsidy for a commercial airship is likely, and it may be a naval detail of officers 
and men as part of its crew will be permitted, In the present aspect of world affairs, 
the United States cannot afford to lag behind in any department of defense. It 
should become a leader in up-to-date equipment so as to show foreign nations that 
we could build as much as we please without strain upon our financial resources, 
and that an armaments race is hopeless. Such leadership would be certain to exercise 
a calming influence upon the war passions of Europe and Asia. 


POST-WAR PROBLEMS OF increasing fire power and the development of 
mechanized weapons, without in any degree lessening the older problems of ballistics 
and propellants, have added enormously to the duties and responsibilities of the Ord- 
nance Department of the Army. The semi-automatic shoulder rifle, the varied types of 
machine guns, the anti-tank gun, airplane bombs, and anti-aircraft guns and other 
weapons upon which the army will have to depend in any emergency, represent not 
only technical skill and patient research but also greater complexity for ordnance 
servicing in the field and more items and larger quantities for the supplying of ammuni- 
tion. Correspondingly increased is the difficulty of keeping up adequate war reserves 
of ammunition and weapons. Weapons of war and ancillaries to weapons of war are 
charges of the Ordnance Department which brings under their province the develop- 
ments relating to mechanization. The new light tanks and combat cars designed and 
manufactured by the Department have been received with general favor by the arms. 
The servicing of these high speed weapons has in turn complicated the Department's 
activities. Highly maneuverable rolling machine shops have had to be developed. 
Then, too, there is the high cost of maintaining tanks and other combat vehicles, creat- 
ing a steady drain on Ordnance funds. Maj. Gen. W. H. Tschappat, Chief of Ordnance, 
has warned that “their intricate construction, and the nature of their use, accelerates 
wear and causes a much higher rate of expenditure for maintenance than has been the 
case with non-mechanized types of Ordnance.” Meanwhile, money continues to be a 
pressing problem. Appropriations for the replacement of ammunition lost through 
deterioration and for the augmentation of war stocks have not been satisfactory. 
Construction is needed at Raritan Arsenal, N. J., and at a number of other Ordnance 
posts. The demands upon personnel become more and more pressing. The activities of 
the GHQ Air Force alone has created a need unforseen in the strength assignment of 
officers and enlisted men and has led General Tschappat to recommend a material 
increase in personnel. Like many other branches, too, the growing technical require- 
ments call for ample grades and ratings. Congress would do well to fulfill these needs.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Nicaraguan Canal Report—The able and thorough report made by Col. D. I. Sultan, 
CE, USA, upon the projected Nicaraguan Canal, is to serve as the basis for Congres- 
sional hearings upon bills for the construction of the waterway which are expected to 
be introduced in the Senate and House by Senators Walsh and Vinson, Chairmen of 
the Senate and House Naval Committees. There would be a two-fold value in the 
enactment of such a measure, first, an important increase in our National Defense 
capacity, and second, additional facility for world, including American, commerce. 
There is always danger of a slide at Panama, and, in case of war, an enemy bomb 
might put locks out of commission. Such occurrences would substantially handicap 
the movements of our Fleet between the two oceans. If the Nicaraguan Canal were 
in service at such times, it would be available for quick passage of the warships. 
Vice versa, if the Nicaraguan Canal, as the result of an earthquake, were to be 
closed, the Panama Canal would be available, A special advantage of the Nicaraguan 
route would be the time saved in the voyage of the Fleet from one coast to the 
other. In the matter of commerce, the continued growth in the use of the Panama 
Canal by merchant ships flying all flags, forecasts a time when it cannot quickly take 
care of traflic. By reason of his trip through the Panama Canal, the President is 
well aware of the value and capacity of the Panama Canal, and it is said it was his 
interest, particularly in the report made by Colonel Sultan, which is responsible 
for the contemplated legislation. Probably the measure will not be acted upon 
during the present session, but when it shall pass, and this is expected, it is 
regarded as altogether likely Colonel Sultan will be detailed to build the waterway. 
This is the more reasonable not only because of Colonel Sultan’s recognized engineer- 
ing skill and organizing ability, but because of the thoroughness with which he 
studied the problem and his familiarity with every angle of it. 














Command and General Staff School and the Eligible List—While service discus- 
sion on the subject of Leavenworth requirements and restrictions and upon the 
General Staff Eligible List continues with many and varied views, there is increas- 
ing gossip relative to the abolition of the eligible list itself. True, the eligible list 
is established by law, but adherents of the plan contend Congress would be willing 
to abolish it if the legislation were sponsored in or accepted by the War Department. 
There is hardly a member of Congress to whom appeals have not come from officers 
or their relatives or friends to secure details to the Command and General Staff 
School and who, accordingly, would not be disposed to acquiesce in repeal of the 
law that creates the insistent demand for these details. 

Many officers, protagonists of the proposal assert, want details to special schools, 
Signal courses, motor courses, tank courses and all the others that contribute so 
greatly to the creation of a qualified corps of officers. All of these schools are 
restricted in their enrollments and all who apply can not be designated. 
Yet, it is pointed out, while oflicers are disappointed if they fail to reach these 
schools there is not the despair and mental depression so prone to result when they 
learn they are unable to go to Leavenworth and make the General Staff Eligible 
List. This viewpoint is held up as unnatural and resulting entirely from the law 
creating the eligible list which separates oflicers into two classes and stamps that 
separation upon their record. If the list were abolished it is believed that a return 
to a normal viewpoint in the Army would follow, and only those officers would apply 
for Leavenworth who genuinely desire to train for General Staff duty. That this is 
not the case now is generally admitted. Officers who not only have no desire but 
who would avoid staff details work unceasingly for Leavenworth because they do not 
want to be classed as unqualified for staff duty through failure to be carried on the 
list. 

Creation of the eligible list in the Defense Act was regarded as a genuine need 
at the time it was enacted. Following the World War, Maj. Gen. Charles McK. Palmer 
and others testified before Congressional Committees that one of the great lessons 
of the war was the lack of oflicers trained in General Staff work. This was so uni- 
versally admitted that the course was instituted at Leavenworth and worked up to 
its present high standing. At the beginning there was a fear that commanding offi- 
cers in detailing officers for General Staff work would select officers they knew per- 
sonally rather than utilizing Leavenworth graduates to the fullest. As true as this 
might have been at the beginning, it is asserted, that situation has now passed. There 
are now ample graduates of Leavenworth to meet all the needed staff positions and the 
present facilities will supply all the current needs of the Army. Meanwhile, they 
hold, the entire service clamors for inclusion on the eligible list as a hall mark of 


superiority. 
The alternate suggestion being studied is to increase Leavenworth opportunities 
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so that all officers who desire may enjoy them. This could be done by adding some 
sort of competition other than selection on records, or by increasing Leavenworth’s 
output to take care of all who appear. While the latter method would completely 
solve the question it involves many complications There are many officers whose 
other duties would suffer. Then there is the physical problem at Leavenworth— 
facilities and sufficient officers for faculty and staff. However, if this solution could 
be worked out to operate smoothly it would remedy the situation by giving everyone 
the chance to get on the prized eligible list. 

All solutions have their adherents, but the Department is thoroughly aware of 
the problem and its adverse effect on morale and is bending every effort to evolve 
a solution that will contribute to the efficiency of the service and return officers’ 
viewpoints to the normal attitude toward a military career. 


Signal Corps Produces Training Films—The excellent progress being made by the 
Signal Corps in its production of training films for the arms and services is evidenced 
in War Department Circular No. 3 issued this week. The circular reveals that there 
is now ready for distribution 38 training films, 17 of which are with sound. These 
subjects are from one reel to 6 in length, so that there are a total of 91 reels 
ready for distribution. Thirteen of the subjects are obtainable in 16 mm. as well as 
the 35 mm. film. The films are available for training use on loan through signal officers, 
corps area and department headquarters and from the office of the Chief Signal Officer, 
Requests for loan should be made direct to the nearest distribution point. 

The subjects obtainable are as follows: in sound, the Tactical Employment of the 
Antiaircraft Artillery Regiment (Also 16-mm. silent)—2 reels; the Tactical Employ-

Field Artillery Fire—-2 reels; Infantry Crossing an Unfordable Stream—1 reel; the 
Rifle Squad in Combat—4 reels; Musketry and Combat Practice Firing—6 reels; 
the Medical Regiment (Medical Service with an Infantry Division )—6 reels ; Elemen- 
tary Principles of the Recoil Mechanism—2 reels ; and Recoil Mechanism of the French 
75-mm. Gun, Model 1897 (French)—1 reel.

Radio in Coast Guard—A new standard communications plan was completed by 
the Coast Guard during the fiscal year 1936, the Secretary of the Treasury declares 
in his annual report, which classifies all radio-equipped units and outlines the type 
of radio equipment to be provided for each class. This plan not only includes ships 
and shore stations but various types of aircraft, radio-equipped emergency trucks, and 
portable emergency stations. 

“The installation of radio transmitting and receiving equipment at Coast Guard 
(life-saving) stations and receiving equipment in motor lifeboats is progressing as 
equipment becomes available,” the Secretary reports. “The initial installations at a 
few stations have demonstrated the need at many other stations for such installation 
as specified in the standard communication plan. 

“Equipment has been provided at the Coast Guard Radio Laboratory, at Ft. Hunt, 
Va., to test, in accordance with Coast Guard specifications for such equipment, sam- 
ples of radio equipment submitted for test. The facilities of the Coast Guard Radio 
Monitoring Station, at Ft. Hunt, have been extended by providing additional receiving 
and transmitting equipment to handle traffic with aircraft and with the cadet prac- 
tice ship in European waters. The Coast Guard laboratory has carried on extensive 
tests with ultra high frequency radio equipment. These tests have been confined 
mostly to two-way communications between moving automobiles. 

“Several new vessels built or under construction have been equipped with radio. 
Included in this list are seven new 3827-foot cutters on which automatic frequency 
radio transmitters have been installed. 

“The Coust Guard communications service has cooperated with other branches 
of the Treasury Department, particularly the Bureau of Customs and the Alcohol 
Tax Unit, in connection with their radio problems. 

“A light weight and efficient public address system has been developed for use 
on planes to warn fishermen, yachtsmen, inhabitants of sparsely settled communities, 
and others, of the approach of hurricanes. An improved visual type direction finder 
for use on aircraft has been developed and flight-tested with satisfactory results.” 


USS Maryland Chaplain Trains Choir—The officers and crew of the battleship 
Maryland are taking a justifiable pride in the enlisted men’s choir that has been 
further trained and expanded by Commander William W. Edel, Chaplain Corps, 
who is the Maryland’s Welfare Otlicer. Last week, the Maryland’s choir presented 
a sacred concert at the Grace Methodist Church, Long Beach, as a part of a religious 
program that included a talk by Commander Edel on the subject, “A Parson Goes to 
Sea.” The choir is made up of 25 enlisted men from the Maryland’s crew and in- 
cludes two of the ship’s chief petty officers. This choir has sung in many churches 
in the cities in the vicinity of the fleet base at Long Beach and San Pedro, and aside 
from being known as the largest naval choir in the fleet, it is noted for the musical 
accomplishments of its members. The growth of choirs in the ships of the fleet has 
been accelerated in recent years by the efforts of the Chaplains in the Fleet. 


Speed of New Battleships—There is no doubt but that the announcement of Secre- 
tary Swanson that the two battleships to be built will have a speed of but 26 or =: 
knots occasioned no little disappointment among the officers of the Fleet who have 
been looking forward to 30 knot capital ships. Increased speed in naval vessels in 
the future is decidedly a sina qua non abroad. Ships being laid down by foreign 
navies are being given speeds greater than any heretofore known in vessels of war. 
Battleships that are now being laid down in shipyards abroad are said to be pow- 
ered for speeds of 30 knots or better. In each case, it is understood, the decision 
as to designed speed is reached by foreign powers after weighing their probable 
enemy, the number and disposition of their naval bases, and the sea areas in which 
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naval engagements in the future are apt to be fought. 

It is not widely believed that the General Board of the Navy recommended 
the slower speed. Most observers consider it quite likely that the Board recom 
mended 30 knots or faster. However, in view of the board’s responsibility in this 
respect it is the general opinion that studies by other bureaus holding that the 
higher speed could not be attained without a reduction in some of the other factors 
was later agreed to, perhaps reluctantly, by the General Board. 

The disappointment is occasioned by general forecasts that slower vessels, no 
matter how invulnerable they may be, can hot engage faster vessels at will but 
must delay engagement until the enemy picks his time and place. Of course, by 
sacrificing speed designers are enabled to give greater weight to defensive armor, 
armament, fuel for cruising radius, and habitability but whether these are worth 
the exchange is far from a finally settled question. In some quarters at the Capitol 
there is a belief that one of the committees will call upon the Department to 
defend its decision in this respect. 


Navy Line Selection Board— Because of the illness of Rear Adm. James O. Richard- 
son, Commander destroyers, Scouting Force, en route to Washington the Selection 
Board which convened at the Navy Department last week was delayed two days in 
getting under way and as a consequent the recommendations of 111 lieutenant com- 
manders for promotion to commander is not expected to be made until today or 
possibly Monday. The 10 days which the Board is required to stay in session by law 
would have been up Wednesday had the Board met on time. However, the two-day 
delay of Rear Admiral Richardson in reporting pushed back the ten days to yes- 
terday. 

Rear Adm. Harris Landing is President of the Board with the following addi- 
tional members: Rear Adm. Thomas C. Hart, Rear Adm. Adolphus E. Watson, 
Rear Adm. Harry L. Brinser, Rear Adm. Charles Russell Train, Rear Adm. Hayne 
Ellis, Rear Adm. William Pye, Rear Adm. James 0. Richardson, and Rear Adm. 
Charles A. Blakely. Lt. Comdr. J. G. Crawford is recorder. 


Junior Marine Selection Board—The Marine Corps Selection Board which convened 
at Headquarters Monday, Jan. 18, to recommend captains and first lieutenants for 
promotion, is not expected to make its report until about the end of next week, 
although under the law the Board may make its report Wednesday—10 days after 
convening. Usually junior Marine selection boards do not make their recommenda- 
tions before 12 or 15 days. 

The Board was instructed to recommend 65 captains and 90 first lieutenants for 
promotion. It was originally announced that 85 captains would be recommended 
for promotion but this was changed due to an error in computing the eligibles. 

Col. William P. Upshur is president of the Board with the following additional 
members: Col. John Marston, Col. Samuel M. Harrington, Lt. Co. Henry L. Larsen, 
Lt. Col. Raymond R. Wright, Lt. Col. LeRoy P. Hunt, Maj. Frank D. Strong, Maj. 
Harold C. Major, Maj. John T. Selden and Capt. Clyde H. Hartsel, recorder. 

All captains and first lieutenants in the upper three-sevenths of their grades and 
also all first lieutenants who on June 30, 1937, will have served three years in the 
grade, are eligible for consideration. There are at present 13 vacancies in the cap- 
taincy grade, there having been no promotion to that grade since July 1, 1936. 


Grading of Ensigns—The grading of Ensigns of the Naval Academy Class of 1935, 
to determine the final standing upon completion of two years’ service, must be 
accomplished and approved by the Secretary of the Navy prior to June 6, 1937, 
the Bureau of Navigation announced this week. The final fitness reports to be con- 
sidered in connection therewith will be those required for the quarter beginning 
Jan. 1, 1937. 

Because of the great amount of work involved in the grading process, the Bu- 
reau has directed that the fitness reports cover the period from Jan. 1 to March 15, 
1937, and that the reports be placed in the mail on the latter date. The next suc- 
ceeding reports on the officers concerned will then cover the period from March 16 
to June 30. 

Similar grading of those Ensigns of the Class of 1933 who were commissioned 
to rank from Aug. 29, 1935, will be accomplished after the receipt of the fitness re- 
ports for the quarter beginning April 1, 1987. The reports should be mailed June 
30, 1937. 


Carries Out Orders to “Nth” Degree—Because he carried out the Supply Sergeant’s 
orders, Pvt. P. G. Vaughan, 3rd Air Base Squadron, nearly met with an unforeseen 
accident recently. Flying with 1st Lt. Murray C. Woodbury, en route to Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kans., in a PB-2A to engage in a tactical problem, the engine “threw” con- 
hecting rods in both banks of No. 2 cylinder, causing dense smoke and apparent 
fire. Lieutenant Woodbury called to Private Vaughan, who was making his first 
flight since enlistment, to “bail out.” The latter climbed over the side and hung 
along the fuselage by his hands. In the meantime Lieutenant Woodbury found 
there was no fire and decided to make a forced landing. He motioned Private 
ranshan to climb back into the cockpit but he was unable to get back and dropped 
ree, 

Lieutenant Woodbury set the plane down, suffering no damage beyond a bent 
propeller and a crashed prestone radiator. 

Private Vaughan failed to open his chute until he was about 100 feet from the 
ground, but landed safely while Lieutenant Woodbury was bringing the plane 
down. When asked why he delayed so long in pulling the rip cord, he unperturbedly 
replied that the Supply Sergeant had told him not to lose his gloves and he had a 
hard time finding the rip cord with them on. 

P. S.—He still has the gloves and also the honor of being the first to get away 
With “hailing out” of the rear seat of a PB-2A. 


Educational Opportunities in Quartermaster Corps—Unusual educational oppor- 
tunities exist for officers of The Quartermaster Corps and for those who accept a 
detail in the Corps. These advantages are of special interest to officers under 45 
years old who desire to specialize along technical lines. 

Generally speaking the present trend is to divide Quartermaster Officers into two 
broad classifications, those who wish to qualify for duty as military supply officers 
in the field and those who contemplate specializing as transportation, construction 
or procurement experts. Both classes of officers normally may expect to attend the 

uartermaster Corps School at Philadelphia where the problems of the Corps, both 
seneral and technical, are presented to the students. 

Subsequently, qualified officers who wish to serve in the field as division, corps 
= army quartermasters, or to command quartermaster troops in the theatre of 
Caations, may aspire to further military training as students at the Command and 
7€neral Staff School and at the Army War College. 

7 Those who seek to become highway transportation experts may attend the Motor 

fo pert School at Baltimore, with the opportunity later to apply for advanced work 

pr} automotive engineering at the University of Michigan. Courses of study at some 
the large navy yards are available for water transportation specialists. 

Each year several procurement officers are sent to the Harvard School of Business 





Administration for advanced work in economics and business management. Selected 
constructing quartermasters are sent to the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
for advanced studies in engineering. 

While the Army Industrial College emphasizes procurement studies it covers 
such a broad field as to make it specially attractive to all Quartermaster Officers, 
particularly those qualified for technical activities. Because the quota of students 
assigned to the Quartermaster Corps is relatively large the opportunity for selection 
to attend this college is greater than that afforded for selection to the Command and 
General Staff School, the Army War College or the civilian educational institutions. 
In choosing officers to attend the various schools preference is given to those under 
45 years old. 

Of all schools, the school of practical experience resulting from service with 
troops is undoubtedly the most important. It is also the most available. Officers plan- 
ning for their future might well consider that the highest individual efficiency is the 
natural consequence of a well planned and balanced combination of theory and prac- 
tice. Schooling is but a preliminary part of an officer's career ; it is merely a prepara- 
tion which should be completed early in his career, In the final analysis, success will 
be judged by the character and importance of actual Service in the Army. 


Summary of Comparative Navies—Under the terms of the London Naval Treaty 
of 1936 the United States had 93 vessels totalling S82,.375 under-age on Jan. 1, 1937, 
au summary of comparative naval data reveals. On the same date there were 212 
ships—158 destroyers and 54 submarines—totalling 214,100 tons, over-age. 

All of the 15 battleships, three aircraft carriers, 16 large cruisers and 10 small 
cruisers are considered under-age under the new treaty, but under the former 
treaties of Washington and London, 1930, only eight of the battleships and 12 
destroyers would be considered under-age. There is no difference in the age limits 
of other types. 

Great Britain had 176 vessels totalling 1,020,208 tons, under-age on January 1; 
Japan had 168 ships totalling 697,236 tons; France had 162 totalling 515,330 tons; 
ltaly had 151 totalling 337,185 tons, and Germany had 57 totalling S7,424. Of the 
vessels classed as over-age Great Britain had 108 totalling 171,810 tons; Japan 29 
totalling 37,436 tons; France 14 totalling 33,800; Italy 52 totalling 73,900, and Ger- 
many 10 totalling 43,958 tons. 

The United States on January 1 had the largest naval building program. On that 
date 95 vessels of 355,215 tons were either building or had been appropriated for. 
Included in these vessels were two battleships; three aireraft carriers, all under 
construction; two heavy cruisers, both under construction; nine small cruisers, all 
of which were under construction; 61 destroyers, 41 of which are building and 18 
submarines, 14 of which are building. 

Great Britain’s building program for the fiscal year 1986 which began April 1, 
1936, calls for construction of two battleships, three aircraft carriers, 16 small 
cruisers, 34 destroyers and 14 submarines. Japan, under its 1931-38 program, had 
two aireraft carriers, four small cruisers, 18 destroyers and seven submarines either 
building or appropriated for. This does not include any new construction under the 
five year Replenishment Program commencing April 1, 1987. France, under its 
tentative program for the fiscal year 1987, beginning January 1, has building or 
appropriated for four battleships, totalling 123,000 tons; five small cruisers, 22 
destroyers and 13 submarines. Italy had two battleships, two small cruisers, 19 
destroyers and 17 submarines building or appropriated for in the 1936-37 program 
which began July 1, 1936. However, information on the complete 1936-37 program 
is not available and additional ships will probably be laid down during the year, 
Complete information concerning Germany is lacking too, but under the program 
Which began in April 1936, three battleships, totalling 87,000 tons; two aircraft 
carriers, three large cruisers, 22 destroyers and 11 submarines were under con- 
struction or funds provided for. 





Awards for Service with the Civilian Conservation Corps—The War Department 
has determined that the Distinguished Service Medal will in general be awarded for 
wartime service. The Purple Heart will be considered as a Junior Distinguished- 
Service Medal, and will be awarded for outstanding distinguished service in time of 
peace or war; thus military personnel who have served or are now serving with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps are eligible for this award. 

“The Soldier’s Medal,” the Department states, “is a War Department decoration 
which will be awarded for outstanding acts of heroism on the part of military per- 
sonnel not in actual conflict with the enemy. Officers or enlisted men who have served 
or are now serving with the Civilian Conservation Corps are also eligible for this 
award, 

“In order to effect a uniform method of awarding these decorations, the attention 
of all concerned is called to the provisions of AR 600-45, with particular reference to 
paragraphs 11, 12, 16a(2) and b and 17¢(2). Paragraph 17¢(2), AR 600-45 was 
changed by Section 1, Circular No. 60, War Department, 1936, to eliminate the time 
restriction governing the award of the Purple Heart. 

“All persons having cognizance of any ‘singularly meritorious acts of extra- 
ordinary fidelity or essential service’ or of ‘heroism not involving conflict with the 
enemy’ by military personnel while serving in the Army of the United States, includ- 
ing service while on duty with the Civilian Conservation Corps, will forward through 
military channels recommendations for the award of the Purple Heart or the Soldiers’ 
Medal. All recommendations received by a corps area commander will be forwarded, 
with his recommendation whether favorable or unfavorable, to the War Department 
for final action.” 


Reorganization of Government—Little likelihood of any major upset in the na- 
tional defense organization is foreseen by Washington observers as the result of 
the reorganization proposals now under study. It is understood that the attitude 
is generally taken that the Army and Navy are technical agencies and that none 
of their activities should be taken from them. It is particularly to be hoped that 
this attitude be carried out, for to shift barracks and quarters construction from the 
Army or shore construction from navy control and place it in a civilian agency un- 
familar with service conditions and needs might prove extremely detrimental. 

In the House this week the following committee was appointed to study the re- 
organization plans: Representatives Buchanan, of Texas, Cochran of Missouri, 
Warren of North Carolina, Vinson of Kentucky, Robinson of Utah, Taber of New 
York, and Gifford of Massachusetts. It will be recalled that Representative Cochran 
at one time was a leading sponsor of the Department of National Defense and 
fought vigorously for its adoption. Whether or not he will resurrect the proposal 
in the face of the Administration’s rejection of it is problematical. 


Authorize Navy Construction—Under the terms of bills introduced by Senator 
Walsh, the Secretary of the Navy, is authorized to proceed with the construction 
of the following: an explosive “D” loading plant building at the Naval Ammunition 
Depot, Hingham, Mass., $25,000; direction-finder facilities including buildings and 
accessories, at the Naval Direction Finder Station, Gloucester, Mass., $50,000; a 
submarine training school building at New London, Conn., $162,000 and a barracks 
building for enlisted men $600,000; a structural shop building at the Boston Navy 
Yard, $500,000.

Terrain and Anti-tank Defense.—It 

is doubtful that a mass attack by 
mechanized, armored vehicles (tanks) 
can be stopped by anti-tank weapons 
alone; there are not enough of this type 
of weapons, at the present time, as or- 
ganic equipment. Additional defensive 
means are required, and they may be 
found in the accidents of the ground i.e. 
in terrain features, which will contribute 
to anti-tank defensive possibilities. 

However, a certain optimism in this 
respect must be guarded against; now- 
adays, very few terrain areas can be 
classified as “tank-proof.” Since few 
garrisons have an opportunity to see 
tanks operate, erroneous ideas on “tank- 
proof” areas can easily be developed. 
Modern mechanized vehicles i.e. tanks, 
have a surprising cross-country ability 
and world-war experiences are practi- 
cally devoid of value, in this one respect. 
Broadly speaking, there is only a limited 
list of terrain or geographical areas that 
will stop the tank or render it tactically 
impotent, viz: 1) Mountainous areas, 
with steep slopes, deep valleys and dense 
woods. 2) Swamps, of some extent, 3) 
Forests with poor roads and dense 
growth, 4) Water courses, rivers, etc. 
with a minimum width of 20 ft. and 6 ft. 
depth and steep embankments (canals 
are especially adequate) 5) Densely set- 
tled industrial areas, 

While it is always possible to improve 
local points for increased anti-tank de- 
fense (isolated woods, villages, cuts or 
embankments, ete.) absolutely tank-proof 
terrain is evidently not as frequently en- 
countered. Tanks may attack in just 
such terrain in order to reap the benefits 
of surprise. As regards woods and vil- 
lages, the French Infantry Manual (Part 
Ii Par. 681) recommends the intervention 
of tanks, in such situations since the In- 
fantry could not then count on adequate 
artillery support. However, by suitable 
improvised barriers or road-blocks woods 
and villages can be quickly rendered 
tank-proof. 

It has sometimes been suggested that 
cavalry could be employed, in areas gen- 
erally unsuitable for tanks. However, 
cavalry fights on foot, like infantry, and 
terrain will not favour it any more than 
it did the mechanized vehicles. This is 
not an argument against cavalry; their 
roadability, often superior to motor 
vehicles, suggests their employment in 
the defense of difficult areas, with poor 
communications ete. Such defense is 
sometimes contemplated by motorized 
infantry, but their transport, in turn, will 
depend on the roadnet to a greater extent 
than the cavalry. 

It may be accepted that tanks will not 
attack exclusively in terrain that seems 
made for them, but will operate in other 


‘areas as well, to profit from surprise and 


the cover that is inherent in the accidents 
of the ground ; the modern attack will see 
mass efforts by tanks, consequently, the 
provisions for the defensive battle should 
take cognizance of this strong possibility. 
The author, however, points out that cur- 
rent regulations, in covering the selection 
of defensive positions and the trace of 
the main-line of resistance (F. 8. R. Par. 
429) still give a preferential place to “ob- 
servation ...” and, in third place only, 
to “suitable anti-tank defense by utilizing 
natural obstacles ...” The best O. P. is 
quite useless when hostile tanks are able 
to reach it and demolish it ; the defensive 
possibilities of terrain should be studied 
from the view point of anti-tank defense ; 
this places great importance on the em- 
ployment of engineers, pioneers and their 
technical advice in the selection of posi- 
tions.— (Militar Wochenblatt. October 
1936)

tection against air bombardment is pro- 
found and realistic. The British are 
especially concerned and all govern- 
mental agencies concerned are taking 
steps toward the solution of this grave 
problem. The Government has issued 
handbooks (Air Raid Precautions Hand- 
book No. 1 and Handbook for Factories) 
ete.; the recent procurement, on large 
scale, of gas-masks for eventual issue to 
the civil population, in large centers like 
London, is still remembered.—This is not 
a case of nervous apprehension but the 
sober realization that the next war will 
strike close and at home.—Some of the 
recommended protective measures may 
become of importance to our cities, some 
day, and are interesting as trial solu- 
tions. The entire problem of the pro- 
tection of the civil population is now in 
the hands of a special organization the 
Air Raid Precautions Department ; local 
organizations are being developed and 
special plans are encouraged for large 
private industrial establishments; lec- 
tures on potentialities of air attacks and 
the principles of anti-aircraft protection 
are being given in order to stimulate and 
guide public thought. 

It is realized that the great advance in 
design and effectiveness of bombers has 
increased the potential menace of this 
form of warfare. Bombs can be released 
at heights from 1,000 to 20,000 ft.; in a 
modern air bombardment, three types of 
bombs may be used—the incendiary, the 
gaus—and the high-explosive bomb. 

The Incendiary Bomb: This bomb may 
vary in weight from 2 to 60 pounds; it is 
expected that a 2-pound bomb will be 
more freely used than those of greater 
weight. Such a bomb will penetrate all 
ordinary forms of light roof, tiles, slate, 
corrugated iron, ete.; its penetration, 
however, will probably be arrested by the 
top-floor. The bomb will burn for about 
10 minutes and would set on fire all in- 
flammable material in the vicinity. As 
the bomb generates its own oxygen, it is 
not easily extinguished. 

Protective measures : The upper rooms 
(attic) should be kept clear of inflam- 
mable material ; the floor may be covered 
with a 2 in. layer of dry earth, or asbestos 
sheeting (free from cement). While un- 
able to stop it, sand and chemical ex- 
tinguishers can control the spread of the 
fire. 

Gas Bombs: The weight of these bombs 
may vary from a few pounds to 250 
pounds; a classification into persistent 
and non-persistent types is usually made. 
Little can be done, except the customary 
precaution of wearing a suitable gas- 
mask ; certain types are now being issued 
to the armed services, the police and fire- 
men and the general civil population. 

High explosive Bombs: These bombs 
represent the major menace and their em- 
ployment appears to be general; weights 
ranging to 3,000 pounds are possible and 
those weighing under 1,000 pounds are 
quite common. The effect of these bombs 
is classified under: fragmentation and 
blast ; the effect of blast may be consider- 
able. A 500-lb. bomb would certainly 
penetrate the top-floor and detonate; 
bombs with semi-armour piercing noses 
might go right through the average build- 
ing (factory) and detonate in the in- 
terior. 

Protective measures: The British ac- 
cept the fact pessimistically that pro- 
tection against this type of bomb can 
only be found in shelters at considerable 
depth below ground level (40 to 70 ft.), 
or by reinforced concrete (12 to 15 ft); 
narrow trenches, for personnel, 2 by 7 
ft. are recommended in all seriousness. 





Factories etc. are urged to consider these 
problems and make their own local plans, 
to include shelter and gas-tight rooms. 
Warning is expressed against the danger 
of flooding; this is a real danger, in the 
case of cities where high-pressure water- 
mains may be damaged by explosive 
bombs. In the case of newly constructed 
shelters, the ceiling should be designed 
to carry the weight of the debris result- 
ing from demolished upper stories. 

The blast effect on windows of bombs 
exploding in the vicinity (50 to 100 ft.) is 
considerable; serious damage may be 
caused to personnel, by pieces of glass 
projected into the building at high velo- 
city. The British recommend vitreo- 
colloid material in lieu of glass panes, or 
the treatment of window panes with 
celluloid or cellophane layers. 

tir Raid Warning. The British have 
divided their country into warning areas, 
with a very complex warning and inter- 
cept system; however, with the great 
speed of modern aircraft they regard it 
as unwise to count on more than 7 to 
10 minutes warning. 

General protective measures; camou- 
flage ete.: Buildings of vital importance, 
power - houses, telephone - exchanges, 
hospitals ete. will require special pro- 
tection; sand-bag traverses, sand-bag 
walling ete. will become necessary. 
Camouflage may be resorted to, to con- 
fuse enemy observers. The elimination 
of shadows, is a particularly difficult 
problem. During the World War, the 
Germans resorted to overhead coverings, 
extending in some cases over acres, to 
camouflage sidings, dumps, etc. On the 
rooting were painted fields, roads, rail- 
rouds, trees ete. (see S. J. Solomon’s. 
Strategic Camouflage” ).

Russia. 2) Machine Gun frontages: 

Kach light M.G., in the defensive, is 
to fire at the rate of 2 shots per yard- 
minute at a range of 250 yds.; with 150 
shot-minutes, the firing sector per gun is 
consequently 75 yds. wide, that of a sec- 
tion from 225-250 yds. To this density 
are added an additional 200 rounds of 
riflle fire, so that the section can cover 
a front of approximately 300 yds. ; if this 
front is enlarged to 500 yds., then addi- 
tional weapons will have to be employed, 
drawn from the remainder of the com- 
pany; cross fire is the habitual form 
which is quite practical from front-line 
positions. 

b. Tank Liaison, Radio communication 
is regarded as the solution for the con- 
trol of, tanks in maneuver; tracer-bullets 
are employed for designation of targets. 
Each section designates one tank (du 
jour) to reconnoiter anti-tank targets; 
the commander of this tank is supposed 
to be a particularly accurate shot; this 
“scout-tank” is primarily concerned 
with target reconnaissance and opens 
fire only against anti-tank weapons; the 
entire tank company is then expected to 
follow suit. 

Night operations are recommended, in 
order to avoid daylight losses, which 
ranged from 35% to 60% in certain 
world-war actions, The difficulties in- 
herent in night-attacks limit this type of 





operations to small, highly trained units: 
however, considerable effect is expected, 
however, from such surprise attacks, 
(Krassn. Swjesda. Nov. 36. Mil Woche. 
bblatt. No. 18.) 


A Germany, 2) Anti-tank Weapons. The 

Germans are impressed with the need 
for effective anti-tank weapons: there 
are now 54 anti-tank guns in each diyj- 
sion; each regiment has «a motorized 
A-Tk company (9 gun) and the division, 
a motorized battalion of 3 companies; a 
new anti-tank mine, consisting of an oval 
disk of 6 in has been developed. Besides 
a light trench motar (minenwerfer) of 
7 mm, the Germans employ a 37 mm 
gun and are experimenting with other 
calibers ranging from 20 to 50 mm. The 
regimental weapons are to be employed 
on the M.L.R. while the divisional guns 
are held in reserve to block a_ break- 
through by hostile tanks. 


b. Machine Guns, light and heavy. The 
general tendency to increase the fire 
effectiveness of infantry is reflected ip 
the German organization; and the re- 
cent issue of a light M.G. Model 13 (air- 
cooled; weight: 20 lb. 20. cartridge 
magazine ; rate of fire: GOO rds per min); 
the “inheitsgruppe’ or section contains 1 
L.M.G. (4 men) and 1 rifle team (s 
men); the combination of fire and move- 
ment is executed by the advance of the 
rifle men under cover of the light guns, 
firing from positions. Many fire missions, 
heretofore assigned to heavy guns have 
been taken over by light guns which ap- 
pear to have become as uccurate at 
short and medium ranges. In all armies, 
there is a certain conflict between 
theories of employment, extremists ad- 
vocating the complete centralization of 
heavy M.G. for artilleristic missions, 
overhead-fire, barrages etc., while others 
continue in the decentralizing, through 
attachment of heavy M.G. to rifle com- 
panies. The German views regard the 
machine-gun company as the principal 
means of action of the battalion com- 
mander during combat. Attachment to 
frontline companies will be made when 
the situation requires it; otherwise, the 
company may fire as a unit. Recent in- 
structions appear to stress massed fire, 
indirect fire and training in special fires. 


c. Mortars. The Infantry of all armies 
are equipped with some form of  high- 
trajectory weapon. The proportion of 
these weapons is greater than in other 
armies; the mortar is in the regimental 
echelon; the latest development is 4 
minenwerfer of 75 mm with a range of 
3,800 yds.; a 105 mm mortar is under 
trial with ranges from 3,800 to 2,350 yds. 
(Revue d’Infanterie, Feb. 1936.) 


5 Italy. a) Heavy Infantry Weapons. 
The Italians are steadily improving 
the range and accuracy of infantry sup- 
porting weapons; among the new 
weapons is a 45 mm mortar (grenade 
thrower) called “tromboncino.” Mod. 
1935. The barrel, firing base and 2 boxes 
of ammunition can be carried by 3 men, 
the range varies from 100 to 550 yds.; 
rate of fire: 10 rds per minute; radius 
of burst 15-20 yds. Each battalion will 
have a platoon of three teams with 3 
tromboncinos each. 


The anti-tank gun has a caliber of 47 
mm. and weighs appr. 600 Ibs. ; it may be 
towed, placed on a wagon or carried ID 
trucks. At present, this is a divisional 
weapon; reports indicate remarkable pre- 
cision and armour piercing quality 
against medium and heavy tanks, at 
500 yds., or light tanks up to 1100 yds. 


b. The Breda 29. The adoption of @ 
new light machine rifle, the Breda 79 
effected the organization of the platood, 
with 3 squads of about 15 men, 5 arme¢ 
with the automatic rifle, 5 with “trom 
boncinos” and 5 with rifles; this appears 
to be a solution to the problem of fire 
and movement, or fire power and shock 
power. (Bull Belge, May 36.) ne

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New Setup for 2nd CA Reserves 

Governors Island, N. Y.—Aimed to 
bring the 16,000 Army Reserve officers re- 
siding in New York, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, and Puerto Rico into closer contact 
with the Regular Army officers detailed 
to conduct Reserve activities within their 
several communities, a new Organized 
Reserves setup, dividing the Second Corps 
Area into three Reserve Areas, was an- 
nounced this week at headquarters of 
Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, commanding 
the Second Corps Area. 

Further carrying out the decentraliza- 
tion of Reserve matters, each of the Re- 
serve Areas has been in turn divided into 
Reverve Districts, embracing all counties 
within their territories. Regular Army 
officers have been designated as Reserve 
Area and Reserve District Commanders. 

Reserve Area Commanders, named by 
Second Corps Area Headquarters, will be 
responsible, under General McCoy, for 
the administration and inactive duty 


training of every Reserve officer and 
every Reserve and inactive Regular 
Army unit within their Areas, except 
those Reserve officers specifically 


exempted by the War Department or as- 
signed to Regular Army active units. 
Similarly the Reserve District Com- 
manders will be responsible for Reserve 
officers and units of their Districts. 

The Northern New York Reserve Area, with 
headquarters in Syracuse, N. Y., will be 
commanded by Col. Conrad H. Lanza, FA. 
Col. Conrad S. Babeock, Cavy., with head- 
quarters in the Federal Building, No. 641 
Washington Street, Manhattan, has been 
designated to command the Southern New 
York Reserve Area. 

Forming the third Reserve Area, the States 
of New Jersey and Delaware will be super 
vised by Col. John P. Bubb, Inf., with head- 
quarters in Newark. In the Northern New 
York Reserve Area, Col. Allen J. Greer, FA, 
will command the Buffalo Reserve District; 
Col. Howard R. Smalley, Cav., the Rochester 
Reserve District ; Col. Edward E. McCammon, 
Inf., the Syracuse Reserve District; and 
Maj. Jay E. Gillfillan, Inf., the Albany Re- 
serve District. 

In the Southern New York Area, Col. 
George M. Russell, Cav., will command the 
Metropolitan District. The commander of the 
Puerto Rico District has not yet been an- 
nounced, 

In the New Jersey and Delaware Reserve 
Area, Col. Walter S. Sturgill, FA, will com 
mand the Newark Reserve District; Lt. Col.

Senator Walsh's Plans 

Senator David I. Walsh, chairman of 
the Naval Affairs Committee, told the 
AnMY AND Navy JourNAL yesterday that 
his committee is planning to take up mena 
sures Including the auxiliary ship bill, 
public works, improvement of the Naval 
Reserve, a floating dry dock, and modern 
ization of battleships. 

It is probable, Senator Walsh declared, 
that a program for the auxiliary vessels 
will be authorized. “This program,” he 
said, “will consist of 54 vessels to be con 
structed over a period of years at an 
estimated cost of approximately $175,- 
000,000." 

Senator Walsh said that of the 
public works items will be on the Pacifie 
Coast and include a supply depot on San 
Francisco bay, improvement of Vearl 
Harbor, increased ammunition storage 
facilities on the West Coast, including 
Hawthorne, Nev., further development of 
the naval operating base at the Pacific 
terminal of the Panama Canal, and im- 
provement of radio facilities.” 

Certain minor defects have become evi 
dent during the 10 years of the adminis- 
tration under the provision of the Naval 
Reserve Act of 1925, he said, and ‘it is 
helieved that a revision of this basic law 
will be enacted to make provision for 
more adequately training and organizing 
the Naval Reserve.” 

It appears that the Navy Department 
will not be able to construct the floating 
dry dock within the limit of funds now 
prescribed and it is likely that the com 
mittee will take up that subject. Also 
the committee will consider what policy 
to follow in the matter of modernization 
of battleships.

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Lessen Strike Burden 


The long continued tension of the mari- 
time strike on the Pacific coast was ap- 
preciably lessened so far as naval person- 
nel is concerned, last week when the 
naval transport Henderson sailed from 
San Francisco enroute to Honolulu, 
Guam, Manila, and Shanghai. Her cabins 
and enlisted passenger spaces were filled 
to capacity and her cargo holds were 
loaded with food and supplies for the 
naval forces overseas, including the ves- 
sels of the Asiatic fleet. Among the Hen- 
derson’s commissioned passengers, were 
Commanders Lynn Hart and V. HH. Car- 
son, MC, enroute to Guam for duty. 


The Henderson is under the command 
of Comdr. Ernest W. McKee, USN, who 
took his ship to sea on Jan. 16. On the 
previous day, the Navy food ship Arctic 
sailed from San Pedro with a full load 
of food, supplies, and mail for the naval 
personnel in Samoa. This island has been 
grieviously affected by the maritime 
strike, as a consequence of which, no food 
ships have put in at the island for the 
past three months. 


In spite of optimistic predictions ex- 
pressed during the week by the committee 
representing the ship owners, that the 
strike was nearing its end, no final agree- 
ments have been reached with any of the 
seven unions that are out on strike.

Withdraw Laid-up Fleet 

Seeking to stimulate the construction 
of new, fast ships for the American mer- 
chant marine, the Federal Maritime 
Commission announced this week that 
the 162 vessels in its laid-up fleet were 
no longer for sale. 

Removal of these surplus ships, many 
of which have been tied up for several 
years, from the market is expected to 
encourage the building of modern ves- 
sels considered essential to meet foreion- 
flag competition, commission — officials 
said. 

“The mere existence of these laid-up 
vessels,” it Was asserted companies em- 
barking on a build’ng program, as they 
are confronted with the possibility that 
they may be subjected to the competition 
of these cheaply bought ships.” 

The Government's laid-up fleet, which 
includes the former German ships tied 
up at Solomons, Md., will be maintained 
on reserve defense purposes and for pos- 
sible replacement in lines operating simi- 
lar vesse!s until new tonnage is con- 
structed, 

The commission now is expediting 
plans to drydock the laid-up ships in or- 
der to determine their serviceability.

gold stock. Member bank reserve bal- 
ances on January 13 were estimated to 
he approximately $2,1700,000.000 in excess 
of legal requirements.

mander and lieutenant commander who 
fail of selection be transferred to a “Fleet 
Naval Reserve” somewhat comparable to 
the presented transferred Fleet Reserve 
for enlisted men, when they complete the 
years of service which under present law 
would bring about their involuntary re- 
tirement, was concurred in. Officers so 
transferred would receive pay while on 
inactive duty at the same rate as if re- 
tired under present law, and could be 
assigned to active duty at full pay and 
allowances up to ten per cent of the active 
strength of the Line. Such assignment to 
active duty would be in the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Navy without the 
consent of the officer involved. 

2 The General Board recommendation 
that rear admirals of the lower half be 
selected for advancement to the upper 
half was disapproved. Advancement to 
the upper half, which carries a pay in- 
crease of $2,000 a year, is now automatic. 
It is understood that the reason given by 
the Bureau in objecting to this plan was 
the difliculty in securing a selection board 
of rear admirals of the upper half.

Creation of an independent Air Corps, 
under the Secretary of War but divorced 
from control of the Army, is proposed in 
a bill introduced in the Tlouse by Repre 
sentative Mark Wilcox, D. of Fla. 

Under the terms of the bill, TER 8151, 
the new Corps would include not only the 
Regular Air Corps but the Air Corps Re 
serve and National Guard air units. It 
would not include Navy or Marine Corps 
aviation. Charged with the mission of 
nerial defense of the United States and 
its the United States Air 
Corps, as it would be called, would have 
complete jurisdiction over operations 
training, procurement, personnel, war 
plans, construction and maintenance of 
stations, communications and all other 
matters to give it an independent status 

A Chief of Aviation with rank of “Air 
Marshall” corresponding to a general in 
the Army, would head the Corps, under 
the terms of the Wilcox measure. In 
addition there would be two vice mar- 
shalls, 25 air commodores, 4,500 officers 
in grades from lieutenant to colonel, 100 
warrant officers and 45,000 “airmen.” The 
establishment of an Air Academy and an 
Air College would be authorized.
